Hut I he in on cur 'otis ol nil 
were tlioso called ••net-men," nhc 
wore aqutppod with a net In which lo 
ontnnglo nil antagonist; hnvng so dts- 
nblcd him, tho not man stabs him with 
n llircc-prmigcil harpoon. These have 
nn helmets, and nro equlppad ns llghlly 
ns possible, for If they miss tliolr cast 
thoy havu no hope ut safety but in tholr 
fleet uea-i ol tout. — f-efcttor Alfred 
tlairch, in SI, .Vir/iof'lJ.

" The newspaper entitled to the distinction of 
having the largest daily circulation in America is 
The Chicago Daily News, (Since this state- 
ment was made it is possible that the growth of 
the Neit) York World entitles it to first place.) 
The Graphic to-day devotes a page to sketches of 
scenes In and about its establishment The his- 
tory of tins paper is probably without a parallel 
m the annals of American journalism. It waa 
founded December 20th, 1875, and was the first 
low-priced daily successfully established in the 
West. At the end of its first year it had achieved 
a circulation of about 10,000. From that time on 
its growth has been remarkable. It now prints 
seven editions daily, comprising both morning 
and evening issues. Its statement of circulation 
for the year 1884 shows a dally average of 123,178 
copies, unquestionably the largest daily circulation 
on the American continent (The sworn state- 
ment for 1887 shows a daily average of 163,376.) 
" In politics The Daily News is always inde- 
pendent, never neutral. While its cditoral ex- 
pression is sometimes vigorous to the degree of 
severity, there is always in its utterances of opinion 
so manifest a purpose to be impartial and fair to 
all opposing interests, that it rarely loses the con- 
fidence ofthe reader, however much it may fail to 
bring him to an acceptance of its own view con- 
cerning the matter in ltand.

Far A cold In the cheat, n il.in- 
nelmg wrunix out In boiling water 
nnd sprinkU'U with turpentine, laid on 
the chest gires the greatest relief. 
When a felon Ilrtt begtna to make Its 
appearance, take a lemon, cut off the 
end, put Ihe linger In, and tho longer 
It is kept there the bolter. For a 
cough, boil ono ounce of tTnisced tn a 
pint of water, strain and add it Utile 
hones/, ono ounce of roclc candy and 
Uiu juice of three lemons; mix and 
boll well; drink as hot »s possible. 
Often after cooking n meal a person 
will feel tired nnd have no apjictlto; 
for this bent a raw egg until light, 
stir In n little, milk and sugar nnd 
season with nutrocgj drink half nn 
hour before eating. For a burn or 
scald, make a paste of common baking 
soda and water, apply at once and 
cover with n linen cloth. When the 
sk[n Is broken, ntiplj- tho white of an 
egg with a feather; this gives Instant 
relief, and it keeps the nlr from tho 
llesh. At the lint signs of a run- 
around, take a cup of wood ashes, put 
in a pan with a quart of cold water, 
put Iho pan on the stove, put your 
linger In the pan, keep It there until 
the water begins to boll, or na long us 
It can be borne; repeat once or twice 
If necessary..— fjood Housekeeping,
